THE LOST STEAMER 
must not be confounded with the Metropolis, 
a side-wheeler, which was formerly owned by 
the Narraganset Steamship Company. This ves- 
sel was formerly the Stars and Stripes, a gun- 
boat built by Charles Mallory & Son, at Mystic, 
Conn., in 1861. She was a wooden vessel, 135 
feet long, thirty-four and one-half feet broad, 
and cost $140,000. After constant service 
during the War as a supply ship 
for blockading squadrons, she was bought by 
C. 8. Bushnell to run between.New York and 
New Haven. Later she was used in the Cuban 
trade between New York and Havana. In 1870 
she was sold, taken to Newberryport, and 
lengthened to 198 feet, increasing her burden to 
879 tons. She had two decks and two masts. 
and drew thirteen feet of water. She was fitted 
up with a pair of compound engines and boiler 
to carry a steam pressure at eighty pounds. 

HER ACCOMMODATIONS. 

She had cabin accommodations for fifty, with 
steerage for 165 The- staterooms were on the 
main deck, and the saloons extended forward 
and aft. She had an extra outfit of boats to 
earry 225 passengers. As the Metropolis she 
ran on the New York and Savannah line for 
three or four years, and in 1875 her present own- 
ers, Lunt Brothers, of New York, put her on 
the new line from New York to Bermuda, dur- 
ing which she had a very hard passage of twen- 
ty-eicht days, and was badly used up.

At8 p. m. on the 80th the vessel 
started a heavy leak in the rudder-case. Find- 
ing that they could not gain on the leak with 
pomps, they cumcluded to lighten the steamer 
by overthrowing coal and hurrying away for 
Hampton Roads. At midnight the circulating 
pump gave out, At3a m. a heavy sea boarded 
the vessel, carrying away the smoke-stack box, 
engine-room doors. and the forward sa!oon, let- 
ting in a large auaintity of water below. The 
ship became completely unmanageable. rind- 
ing not ning could be done for the vessel, they 
attempted to reach the beach to save what lives 
could be saved. At 6 o’clock they made the 
beach. At that time the fires were out and the 
engines stopped, Set all head sail to drive her 
up the beach.

NUMBER OF SAVED. 

From the reports received at the office of the 
Chief Signal Officer from the Signal Service sta- 
tion at the wreck of the Metropolis, it appears 
that 158 names of those saved are already re- 
ceived. It is possible that the number may be 
increased by others not yet reported. 

EXPLANATION. 

The vessel struck midway between life-sav- 
ing stations numbers four ana five, which are 
nearly twelye miles apart, ana it would neces- 
sarily take some time for the crews of these 
stations to get their boats and apparatus to the 
scene. Mr. Kimball, the Chief of the Life-Sav- 
ing Service, does not believe that the crews at 
these stations failed to perform their whele 
duty, although the first dispatch received says 
no assistance was rendered by the Life-Saving 
service. Great difficulty ia experi- 
enced in getting competent Keepers 
for the stations along the North Caro- 
lina coast. The late Superintendent, 
Guthrie, who lost his life in trying to get as- 
sistance to the wreck of the Huron, iu a report 
made but a short time before his death, says 
that he made personal efforts to get a compe- 
tent keeper for one of the stations which is 
near the scene of vyesterday’s ter, but 
could find no one who would accept the posi- 
tion at the present salary, $200 per annum, and 
he was therefore obliged to recommend the re- 
tention of the present incumbent.

About eighteen inches of snow has 
fallen, and it is still snowing. A blockade on 
the Eastern Road at Revere was caused by a 
train being thrown from the track in attempt- 
ing to force through a huge ‘drift. The train 
consisted of two engines, five cars, an d a heavy 
gnow-plow in front. 

At Floyd’s bridge, in Revere, a drift was 
struck which threw the plow into the air, the 
forward engine dashed under it tearing off the 
smoke-stack and cab, and throwing the cngine 
from the track. A second engine and every car 
were also thrown off.

DESTRUCTION OF LIFE.

THE GRADUAL WANING OF THE CRESCENT.

Suppose the conditions of peace to be fairly 
reported, What will de left of the Ottoman 
Power! How does the extent of the Sultan’s 
authority compare with that of earlier members 
of his dynasty whose resources were 
a danger to Europe? The truth is, that 
the present ruler, as regards breadth 
of dominions, will remain a more 
formidable notentate than Bajazet or Moham- 


med II., and may fairly vie with any of his 
house prior to the reign of Solyman the Mag- 
nificent. E 

It is worth while to trage the successive 
strokes by Which the Turkish Empire bas 
been curtailed since the acme of its great- 
ness under Solyman and his son. Selim II., 
in the sixteenth centurv. Let us bear in 
mind that at the latter epoch, besides all his 
present dominions,—except Crete,—the Sultan 
controlled almost the whole of Hungary, a 
l part of Poland, all the southeru provinces 
of Russia skirting the Black Sea, together with 
Austrian Croatia, the so-called Military 
Frontiers, and independent Servia on the 
west and Russian Georgia on the 
east. The, first signs, of decadence iu 
the ec power of Turkey were the double 
defeats of Solyman before Vienna in 1520 and 
1582, and his repeated repulses by the Hungari- 
aus at the Fortress of Sziget, ove of which cost 
the Sultan his life. The next blow was 
struck at Lepanto in 1571, where the 
Turkish fleets lost the prestige and dom- 
inance whith, since the downfall of 
Rhodes, they had wmaintained throughout 
the Mediterranean. About: a century later, 
under the impulse of a remarkable family of 
statesmen, the toman armies undertook to 
renew agressive movements, but they were 
routed before Vienna by the heroic Pole, John 
Sobieski. In the subsequent war against Austria, 
whose troops were commanded by the famous 
Generals, Prince Eugene and Louis of Baden, the 
Turkish strength on the Middie Danube was 
destroyed.

LEAVE TO WITHDRAW.

Wasnineron, D. C., Feb. 1.—Gen. Le Due, 
Commissioner of Agriculture, has taken a step 
which will greatly surprise persons who have 
been familiar with the history of the. Agricul- 
tural Department since its origin. Le Duc has 
requested the resignation of J. R Dodge, the 
statistician of the Department.

spirit of Civil-Service reform. 

‘ MINISTER FOSTER. 

John W. Foster, Minister to Mextfto, arrived 
here this morning. He was presented to the 
Cabinet at a short meeting held to-day, Minu- 
ister Foster, for the reason that he has been 
summoned to testify before the House Commit- 
tee, positively declines o have any conversation 
with any person on the question of affairs in 
Mexico, He considers that it would be both a 
contempt of the House and a violation of di- 
plumatic propriety.

Turkish Prisoners. 
spatch to London Times, 


vnn. Jan. 13.—I nave received from Dr. 


Baker, who is now co-operating with Dr. Sand- 
with, the following information concerning the 
Turkish prisoners: 

Putrxe, Jan. 2.—Yesterday between 3,000 and 
4,000 Turkish prisoners passed through here with 
a Roumanian guard. They were the personifica- 
tion of abject misery, badly clothed, and nearly 
50 per cent suffering from frostbite. Great num- 
bers fel] out on the way and lay down im the snow 
and died, and the dogs and bogs are now eating 
them, as 1 have seen with my own eyes. The 
Roumanian guards, who are well clothed, and, 
St course, more . fed than the wretched 
prisoners, treat them with great harshuess. I 
have seen them beating the poor creatures for 
no other reason than that they could not march 
further. and nearly all who had money complain 
of having been robbed by their escort. The 
Roumanian officers themselves were also very cal- 
lous.. ¥esterday Baron Benkendorf, the chief of 


‘the Russian Red-Cross ambulance, was giving

ood to & poor Turk who had fallen 
from frost-bite, * a Roumanian officer who 
rode by atthe time Iduched at bim and told bim 
that he would find plenty of such work to do ff he 
only went a few versts further back.

HOW A WOMAN UNKNOWINGLY GOT A UTAH 

DIVORCE. 

A bill for separate maintenance, containing some 
rather unusual averments, was filed yesterday in 
the Superior Court by Elizabeth Davis. Sue says 
that in February, 1865, she was married to Byron 
F. Davis, and lived with him until March, 1875,

He then 
took it away, and in a few weeks returned with a 
copy of adecree of divorce, granted in Beaver 
County, Utah. At the same time he made out and 
gave her a series of notes for $25 each, payable 
monthly, and another series for $100 each, payable 
annually. He bas not paid heranything since June 
last. and she claims to be unable to work. She 
charges that she is heavily in debt for her board, 
and that he refuses to support her, though 
earning a large salary as collector for Tappan, 
Mckillop & Co., and she asks for $300 now, and 
suitable alimony for the rest of her life to main- 
tain her while living separately from him.

.- Are you troubled in the same way with other 
goods?’ A.-—Weare with all French goods. I bought 
merinos in New York at 55 cents at the first of the sea- 
son which cost me 61 cents to import. The French bus!- 
ness is badiy mixed up. Manufacturers consign at 
mw wd : any price. The English business is pretty 
straight. 

Q. —I sup ou have the same chance at Lyons as 
any other drm that handles the same amount of goods? 
A.—Certainly; our money is always there when we 
buy. This year we bought $100, 000 worth of one brand 
of silk in New York, because it was cheaper than we 
could import it. In addition to selling the goods here 
at a lower rate, the manufacturers have also to pay 
7 per cent commission to their agents in New York. 

If this be a true statement,—and I have no rea- 
son to doubt it,—it ie evident that the bulk of the 
French importations are by consignments; and 
these consignments are quite largely undervalued 
It is plain that so long as this practice continues in 
New York —— all the goods of the descrip#on 
named consumed im this country will fad their 
way here through the undervaluation channel, — 
New York. The dishonest importer, who in this 
case is generally a foreigner,—the French manu- 
facturer’s agent, —drives to the wall the honest im- 

orter, an American merchant, whether of New 

ork or Chicago. 
DAMAGE ALLOWANCE. a 

This question was scarcely touched upon by the 
late New York investigation; that ie to say, 
no effort, as 1 am aware, was made to 
discover whether abuses exist in making such 
allowances.

be put upon any such inclination. If some 
of the persons who have been infected with 
such financial heresies have joined in the 
movement for the restoration of the silver 
dollar, it is an indication to a certain extent 
that they are ready to abandon their ex- 
treme inflation schemes, if they can be as- 
sured an adequate supply of real money. If 
others have joined the movement with the 
hope that the success of silver re-establish- 
ment would assist them in attaining an 
inflation of irredeemable currency, they 
have been utterly illogical in their meth- 
ods of reasoning, and will find themselves 
sorely disappointed. There is nothing in 
common between silver remonetization and 
greenback inflation. One is hard money, 
and the other soft money. The movement 
in behalf of the one is designed and calcu- 
lated to shut off the other. The men who 
shall attempt, after silver remonetization, to 
urge an indefinite postponement of resump- 
tion, the flooding of the country with green- 
backs, or the payment of the national debt 
in an irredeemable currency, will find more 
opponents than ever before. for the restora- 
tion of silver will deprive them of the only 
plausible excuse they have ever had for re- 
sisting the return to a hard-money basis. 

If it is true that the fallacies of unlimited 
inflation of irredeemable currency, and the 
repudiation in part or in whole of all debts, 
still have a strong hold in this country, then 
there is more ground for associating this dan- 
ger with the desperate movement for resump- 
tion in gold alone than with any other possi- 
ble condition of affairs. The Chicago 7'imes 
furnishes in ite own case an indication of the 
danger ahead. Nowa rabid advocate for a 
single gold standard, it was in 1868, and for 
some time afterward, as strongly in favor of 
the Pznpurron repudiation scheme. Only 
recently it explained that it advocated that 
scheme at the time because it believed the 
resources of the country were inadequate to 
the payment of the debt, and announced that 
it would feel justified in assuming the same 
attitude under similar conditions. If, then, 
resumption should be enforced on the basis 
of gold alone, and the gold resources of the 
country should prove inadequate to the un- 
dertaking (and who can doubt it?), the very 
condition which once justified the advocacy 
of repudiation, to the mind of the Times, 
would recur, and it is not unlikely that the 
Times would be a leader in a reactionary 
movement for an indefinite postponement of 
resumption, unlimited inflation of the irre- 
deemable greenbacks, and the payment of all 
debts, public and private, in this kind of 
“lawful money.” The surest avoidance of 
such reaction will be to constitute hard money 
for resumption just what it was when specie 
payments were suspended, and thus remove 
at once the temptation and excuse for these 
dangerous heresies. 

The restoration of the silver dollar will 
enable the country to resume payments 
in real money on the original and 
historical basis of the nation. It will 
restore the option to pay in gold or 
silver, which always was and still ought to 
be the right and privilege of the nation and 
the individual. The failure to restore the 
silver dollar will force an attempt at resump- 
tion without any such option, but on a con- 
tracted and still contracting single standard, 
on which the creditors have already got up a 
“eorner.” Such an effort will not only be a 
foregone failure, be it will be attempted, if 


at all, under a change of the original con- 


tract, which will be a precedent full of dan- 
ger. The reactionary party will swell its 
ranks, and cite this change in the contract 
as a movement for another change in the 
opposite direction. Then indefinite post- 
ponement, unlimited inflation, and practical 
repudiation will stare the country in the 
face. It will then be too late to offer a re- 
turn of the option, of which the people 
have been robbed. After that, the flood. 


DOMESTIC TROUBLES. 

The Democratic party seems to be all 
tore up in a party way anent the silver 
question. We print elsewhere a couple of 
articles that throw some light upon the 
trouble. One is a letter written by Avover 
Betmont to the New York newspapers, ani- 
madverting severely upon Gov. Henpricxks 
for recent expressions favorable to silver re- 
monetization; the other is an extract from 
a New York letter written by a Democratic 
correspondent to the Philadelphia Ledger, in 
which he describes the frantic efforts that 
Tammany is making to avert an open rupt- 
ure. Of course, there has been more or 
less rancor between the Eastern Democrats 
and the Western Democrats ever since silver 
remonetization has been persistently urged 
by one section and as persistently resisted 
by the other. A common interest in the next 
effort at spoils-grabbing restrained both fac- 
tions for a time from open hostility. But 
the fight was fairly begun when Avovsr 
Betmont, one of the moneyed Moguls of 
the New York Democracy, introduced 
Prof. Sumwzr for an anti-silver lecture in 
New York, and took occasion to ex- 
press himself with a great deal of 
freedom about ignorant or designing dem- 
agogues” among the Western D ' 
Thereupon the Cincinnati nqui rer broke out 
with characteristic vehemence, and some 
other Democratic newspapers in the West 
followed the example. The Eastern Demo- 
crates were told plainly that Wall street was 
no longer to be allowed to run the Demo-

fully committed to the payment of its obli- 
gations m gold, and that it could not honor- 
ably recede from that position. It is manifest 
that the purpose of all this is to convince the 
Western people that Hxnpsicns is really in 
favor of the single gold standard, and that 
his recent utterances favorable to silver re- 
monetization have been drawn out of him 
by popular pressure. We shall not under- 
take to decide between Messrs. BeLmont and 
Hewpricss in this dispute. Certainly Mr. 
Hxxpnicxs has never been renowned for his 
sincerity in political matters, and generally 
sits astride a fence till he has made up his 
mind that it is safe to jump on one side or 
the other. At the same time, it is only fair 
to remember that Mr. HDs is the most 
conspicuous Western candidate for the Dem- 
ocratic nomination for 1880, and it would 
suit Mr. Betmowr’s purpose to break him 
down in the interest of Sammy Tum, who 
claims the nomination as a right. We 
think, however, that Mr. Tmpzn and 
his friends will be obliged to aban- 
don this claim long before the time 
for nominating shall come around, and 
they may as well give Hexpricss a fair show 
with Voonnxzs, Taurman, Pexpizron, Tom 
Ewa, and other Western candidates for 
the Democratic nomination. The sectional 
fight in the party would undoubtedly assume 
the general aspect of an extensive Donny- 
brook Fair, if it were not for the strong 
probability that the actual remonetization of 
silver will put an end to it ata very early 
day. Nevertheless, so many hard words 
have already passed between the disputants, 
and sectional dad personal feelings have 
been given such free play, that it may not 
be easy toclose the breach. It is certain 
that the Democrats of the South and West 
have an infinite contempt for the Eastern 
Democrats, since their experience with In- 
DEN, and the Eastern Democrats generally 
are disposed to rule or ruin.” 


CONSTABLES AS EXECUTIVE OFFICERS. 
The trial of Miss McKxrxz for manslaughter 


in killing a Constable who had entered her 
house to take her property under an execu- 
tion for rent discloses some of the features 
of the administration of law in Justice 
Courts, especially by Constables. In this 
case the defendant rented a house and oc- 
cupied it, paying the rent up to the time she 
moved out. The landlord subsequently got 
out a distress warrant for rent of the vacated 
premises, and the Constable and his as- 
sistants seized and carried off from her new 
residence furniture amounting to four times 
the amount of rent claimed. This furniture 
was taken away, and said to be sold for the 
sum of $40.95. The amount of the execn- 
tion was $58 and costs; after deducting 
the Constable's costs, the sum of $19.40 
was entered as a credit on the judgment. 
The woman was subsequently got away from 
home on some false excuse, and nearly all 
that remained of her furniture was taken, 
supposed to be by burglars; and then a 
second levy was made. Entrance was ob- 
tained by fraud, and, once in, the officer and 
his assistants proceeded to seize and carry 
off such furniture as was on the premises, 
which was variously estimated to be worth 
from $50 to $75. While engaged in this 
business, the woman, who was alone, got 
into an altercation with the officer, and shot 
him with a pistol. From the time of the 
burglary she had kept a pistol for her per- 
sonal defense. We do not intend to discuss 
the MoKxzxz case of itself, except so far as it 
discloses the practices of Constables and 
Justices.

there have been and are now men holding 
the office of Constable who are honest men, 
and men having some t for the rights 
of individuals and fof the law, it is notori- 
ous that a large portion of them are dishon- 
est and disreputable scoundrels, who violate 
the law, and violate private right and decen- 
cy, and who, in their official dealing with 


| women, or with men in humble circum. 


stances, resort to brutality and robbery under 
the cover of their authority. The law of 
distress for rent in this State authorizes the 
landlord to issue his warrant of distress to 
the Constable, who, without any judicial 
judgment, may seize property to satisfy 
such warrant. He must, however, file an 
inventory of the property taken with a Jus- 
tice ; the Justice thereupon issues a sum- 
mons against the tenant, and, upon hearing 
the case, may give judgment for what rent 
may be due, and issue execution therefor 
against the property seized, which may then 
be sold. There is also a law, however, 


which reads : 


That the following personal property, owned by 
the debtor, shall be exempt from execution, writ of 
attachment, and distress for rent, viz.: First, the 
necessary wearing apparel, Bibles, school- books,. 
and — pictures of every person; and, second, 
$100 worth of other & to be selected by the 
debtor. and, in addition, when the debtor is the 
h of a family, and resides witn the same, $300 
— of other property to be selected by the 

ebtor. 

The same law (May 24, 1877,) provides that 


the debtor against whom such execution, at- 
tachment, or distress warrant is issued shall 
make a schedule of all his personal property 
and deliver the same to the officer, signing 
and swearing to the same; thereupon the 
officer shall summon three householders, who, 
after being sworn to fairly appraise said 
property, shall fix a fair valuation upon each 
article contained in the schedule; and the 
debtor shall therefrom select from such 
schedule the articles he may desire to retain 
to the amount exempted by law, and deliver 
the remainder to the officer. The law fur- 


ther provides that any officer taking or. 


seizing any articles of property exempt- 
ed shall be liable to the party injured 
to twice the value of the property taken. 
This is the law. How many of these Con- 
stables ever comply with the law? How 
many of them are aware of the rights of the 
debtors? How many of them, whether 
serving an execution or a distress warrant, 
have the property appraised by sworn house- 
holders, or permit the debtor to select such 
property as the law exempts from seizure and 
sale? The practice of these Constables is to 
take carts and assistants with them, and in 
the absence of the head of the family, to use 
their own phrase, gut the house” of every- 
thing movable, in utter contempt and disre- 
gard of law. The practice is to ascertain 
when the head of the family 1s out of the 
house, and to take that time to make the levy, 
and to bully and terrify the women and chil- 
dren, and to take away everything they can 
lay hands on. What do these Constables 
care for suits for trespass? Of what value is 
such a remedy against such irresponsible 
men? What becomes of the property taken 
by them may be guessed by the record in the 


whether in the first or second levy, does it 
appear that the officer ever recognized that 


ble; that he had a paper purporting to be 
an execution ; that the defendant was a de- 
fenseless woman; and that once in the house 
his authority was unlimited, The idea that 
the law exempted the little furniture on the 
premises no more entered his mind than that 
the terrified, frenzied, and plundered woman 
might raise an arm in her own defense. 

The public peace should be maintained. 
Homicide, even in self-defense, should be 
the last resort. But violations of the peace 
and homicides in defense of the humble 
household chattels of the poor are directly 
provoked and invited by turning loose upon 
the community a gang of ignorant, irrespon- 
sible, and it may be @ishonest, brutal men, 
armed with a sort of Regal authority to en- 
ter family residences, and, in utter disregard 
of the requirements of law and the legal 
rights of persons, seize the scanty furniture 
and bedding and carry it off, not to satisfy a 
debt, but to be consumed in paying the costs 
of the Constable and his assistants. 

It should be the duty of the several Just- 
ices in whose courts these Constables do bus- 
iness to inform them that the law exists as 
well for debtor as for oreditor, and for pri- 
vate citizens as well as for Constables; that 
there is a limit to the authority of a Consta- 
ble, even when he is armed with an execu- 
tion, and that an officer himself violating the 
law cap claim but little if any sympathy if 
the victim of his outrage shall resent that 
outrage at the moment of its infliction. It 
would be well if every Constable doing busi- 
ness should carry a copy of the act of 1877 
and a copy of the Mok trial in his hat un- 
til such time as a clear and distinct knowl- 
edge of his duties, and of his powers, and of 
the rights of debtors may have reached and 
impressed itself upon his mind. Then there 
will be no more shooting of Constables, be- 
cause there will be no more provocation 
thereto.

BURKE AND CHANDLER. 

Probably but few people have read the 
Burxe-CHaNDLER correspondence, and prob- 
ably very few people care to read it; but we 
have no question that a great many people 
regard both men as political Micawnrzs and 
party parasites, and representatives of a class 
whose entire elimination from our political 
system would be of incalculable benefit. 
The two men, although one isa Democrat 
and the other a Republican, are as like as the 
Siamese Twins, barring the connecting link, 
or two peasin a pod. Without any recog- 
nized or well-defined position in either party, 
they make themselves conspicuous by per- 
sistent aggressiveness, and in a certain man- 
ner necessary by their officiousness. There 
is certain small party work necessary to be. 
done which larger men do not like to touch, 
but which these men are always ready to 
perform for a consideration, and when there 
is no work on hand they can cut out some 
by an ingenious system of gossip and rumor, 
or by an elaborate plan of setting their su- 
periors by the ears. As waiters, they will 
fetch and carry. As political commission- 
aires, they will run errands, night or 
day, from Dan to Beersheba, and magnify 


their errands en route. As necessary inflic- 


tions, they have the universal entree to every 
political caucus and conclave from a ward- 
committee meeting to a National Conven- 
tion. It is rare, however, that they appear 
on the surface. They work under ground 
like moles, or bore beneath the water like a 
worm in aship’s keel. Once in awhile their 

cross and there is trouble. The col- 
lision of Maj. Burnxz, of New Orleans, and 
WILLIAM E. Can, of New Hampshire, 
previously unknown to fame, has brought 
them to the surface, and both men suddenly 
spring into public notoriety from one end of 
the country to the other as the actual pivots 
of the controversy over the Electoral count. 
Why either of them should have had anything 
to do with the Electoral count, or with any 
other phase of national politics, is one of 
those mysteries which no fellow can find 
out”; but they did, and they seem to have 
had more to do with it than the Louisiana 
State Government, the Returning Board, 
Congress, and the Electoral Commiesion 
combined. 

Men of this class usually regard each oth- 
er from a corrupt standpoint, and each one 
looks upon everything done by the other as 
necessarily corrupt. The correspondence 
between the two men gives us the only in- 
formation we shall probably ever bave con- 
cerning them. The pictures they draw are 
quite sharpand realistic. If we are to be- 
lieve Mr. Cuanpizer, Maj. Burge, when Gov. 
NICHOLLS was casting about for some one to 
go to Washington to represent his Govern- 
ment, deliberately suggested himself as the 
only proper person for that business; that 
when he arrived in Washington he managed 
to assess the TLD men $100 per week for 
his services ; that his services consisted very 
largely in betraying the Democratic secrets 
to the representatives of Mr. Hmm; that 
he has in his possession an agree 
ment which he drew up, and which 
was signed by leading Administration men 
and Southern Democrats, by which the Ad- 
ministration deserted the carpet-baggers in 
consideration of securing Democratic sup- 
port for the Electoral count. Mr. Cuanpuzn, 
being a Northern political tramp, of course 
would sympathize with a Southern carpet- 
bagger, and hence lays their misfortunes in 
a large part at Maj.

We have seen a num- 
ver of so-called statesmen favoring the Silver 
bill evidently because it was popular among their 
supporters, and for no other reason. May there 
not Le Senators of a more venal type ready to take 
a hioeral bribe from the silver men, and waiting 
tor it? If any money has been set apart to help on 
the Silver bil), the Senate Chamber is the place 
where it will most likely be disbursed. With 
lavish bribery to tne other impnites toward 
repudiation, we may well feel alarmed at the pros - 
— t redouble our exertions to defeat the Sil - 
vor 


If there be Senators whose votes can be 


purchased, then for a consideration the same 
Senators will vote whichever way they may 
be paid for voting. The statement we have 
quoted reads very much like a suggestion 
that if the Silver bill is to be defeated it 
must be by the purchase of Senators to vote 
against the wishes of their constituents. 
After this frank notice, that there are Sen- 
ators whose votes may be purchased, the 
country will scrutinize carefully the yeas and 
| nays on the Silver bill, and, should there be 
any Senators voting in defiance of the wishes 
of their constituents, the Journal of Com- 
merce will be consid.red as having furnished 
the proper explanation. 

In regard to the intimations that the de- 
monetization of silver will add immensely 
to the profits of the silver mines in this 
country, it is only necessary to say that 
the Amer can mines produce ore which 
yields 55 per cent silver and 45 per cent 
gold. If silver be demonetized and gold 
made the exclusive metallic money, the effect 
will be to add 20 per cent to the value of 
gold coin, while silver bullion will be reduced 
10 per cent in value. Now, how will this af- 
fect the American mines? Of each million 
of dollars’ worth of metal there is $550,000 
silver and $450,000 gold. Demonetizing 
silver reduces the silver portion of this 
million product to $495,000, while it wili in- 
crease the value of gold product to $540,-. 
000, making a total of $1,035,000. 

As the quantity of gold is annually grow. 
ing less, the increase in the value of the gold 
product will go on, and furnish an enlarging 
compensation from any decline in the value 
of silver bullion. As an exact financial 
operation the demonetization of silver will 
be no serious loss to the owners of the 
American mines. 

The goldite organ figures up a heavy loss 
to the hulders of currency if the old silver 
dollar be remonetized. It ciphers out the 
problem thusly : 


The amount of greenbacks and bank-notes now 
outstanding 16: 0 


The first effect of the BLanp bill, if it becomes a 
law. will be to destroy 10 per cent of the value of 
all this paper. That im, ite effect will be to anni- 
hilate nearly $67, 000, 000 of value now in the hands 
of the people. 


On this sophism the Shylock organ rings 
the changes through a whole column of mis- 
used editorial space, but finishes the article 
without exhibiting the other side of the prob- 
lem, which we are obliged to supply. The 
dropping of the silver standard from the 
money of the country has enhanced all 
debts far more than 10 per cent, and re- 
duced the value of property, products, and 
labor twice to thrice 10 per cent since the 
time silver was demonetized. But in order 
to prevent objections let us assume that 
debts have only been enhanced 10 per cent, 
how, then, stands the account? Let us esti- 
mate it approximately ;

Dr. Jameson suggestei that 
the body be allowed to remain hanging ten 
minutes longer. At 8:81 life was pronounced 
extinct, and at 8:43 the body was cut down and 
delivered over to George P. Schurr, the under- 
taker, who has charge of the funeral for the 
family.

AN EXAMINATION DISCLOSED 
that dislocation of the neck had taken place. 
The features were comparatively calm. A slight 
discoloration was noticeable around the neck 
where the rope had been.

HISTORY OF THE CRIMB. 

‘lhe crime for which Wieners suffered the 
death penalty was one of the most cowardly 
and atrocious murders ever perpetrated in this 
city, and was palliated by the single circum- 
stance that the murderer was under the infiu- 
ence of liquor when the deed was committed. 
The murder took place at about half-past 1 
o’clock on the morning of the 20th of January. 
1877, in the Comique Theatre, where Wieners 
was engaged as watchmap, or, in the language 
of his associates, as grand bouhcer.“ a position 
tor which his herculean frame—he weighed 230 
pounds when arrested—eminently fitted him. 
As is usual at this theatre, which is of the va- 
riety type, the ciose of the performace did not 
witness the departure of all the employes aud 

rons of the place. There was still business 
or the bar-room to do, and it was the perform- 
ance of it which detained Wieners’ victim, 
Americus Vespucius Lawrence, up at 
such a late hour, he being the sec 
oud-assistant barkeeper attached to the 
Comique saloon. The patrons had all departed, 
however, by 1 o’clock, and the barkeepers were 
indulging in a tinal chat before closing, when 
Noxan, the Treasurer, told Lawrence to go up 
stairs and call Wieners down, as a lady wished 
to see him. The lady ig question was Wieners 
wife, a woman of low repute whom be had mar- 
ried while drunk and refused subsequently to 
acknowledge—action on bis part which sae re- 
sented +4 2 annoving — with her 
presence in the most aggravating manner. 
When Wieners came down and found who his 
visitor was he became very much enraged, and, 
thinking that Lawrence had of his own inclina- 
tion caused him: to come down-stairs, he at- 
tempted to engage him in a quarrel, which Law- 
rence, Who was a‘man of puny form, avoided. 
During this altercation, Wieners 
PULLED A PISTOL, 
but was induced to put it up again without do- 
ing any harm witnit. He then left the bar- 
room for about a quarter of an hour, when he 
returned and again sought to engage Lawrence 
in a dispute. This time Lawrence retorted in 
kind, when Wieners applied epithets of a vile 
nature to him, and a lively quarrel ensued. 
While this was in progress — suddenly 
— arevoiver from his pocket and said to 
wrence, “Pll shoot you. At this moment 
Jacob Litsch, the night watchman of the theatre, 
stepped up to Wieners and said, Billy, stop 
that foolishness with your revolver, and put it 
away.“ Wieners showed no disposition to stop 
quarreling, but suddenly reached over the 
counter behind which Lawrence was standing 
and struck him a heavy blow with his fist on the 
face. Lawrence stoopdd below the counter and 
picked up a soda-water bottle, which he was in 
the act o: lifting as if to throw it, when Wieners 
put both hands behind him and pulled out a 
pair of revolvers. He cocked the one in his 
right hand and presented it at Lawrence, when 
old ldtsch caught his arm and hindered him 
from shooting. Quick as thought, however, the 
murdcrer passed the weapon in his left hand 
over Litsch’s shoulder and 
FIKED ONE SHOT. 
Lawrence fell behind tue counter, and Wieners 
broke * from Litsch’s grasp and disap- 
ared. ben the excitement subsided and 
hose who were in the bar picked up little 
Lawrence, they found he was dead; the buliet 
had struck him in the vertebral column and 
death had been instantaneous. The affair 
caused considerable excitement, as the Theatre 
Comique was only just recovering from the un- 
avuidable odium which had been cast upon i 
but a short time previous by the murder within 
its walls of one of its ballet troupe,—a beautiful 
giri named Mabel Grav,— whom a discarded 
boy-lover, whose financial resources could not 
keep pace with his infatuation, had shot to 
death in the theatre’s wine- room. 

Search was begun next morning by the police 
for the murderer, who had disappeared none 
knew where. His evil genius again appeared 
against him,—his wife, who had become ac- 
quainted with his hiding-piace, giving it away 
to the police; one of whom—the largest man in 
the force, selected for prudential reasons—was 
iutrusted with the duty of capturing the mur- 


derer, who, it was generally believed, would not] 


give up without a tenible straggie. Accom- 
a ¢ by two brother-officers, Officer King pro- 
cceded to the house on Eighta street desizuated 
by Wieners’ wife, and there found him asleep. 
Contrary to expectation, he displayed no dispo- 
sition to escape, and actually secmed surprised 
waen told that his victim was dead. He charged 
the commission of the crime to drunkenness 
and to the distraction which the persistent per- 
secutions ot his wife had driven him to. He 
was immediately taken to the Four Courts and 
locked up. Shortly rwards he was released 
in order to attend the inquest on Lawrence’s 
body, which was held the same day,—Jan. 20. 
THE POST-MORTEM EXAMINATION 

af the body of the deceased revealed the fact 
that the bullet had torn its way through a por- 
tion of two of the vertr., and lodged between 
the third and fourth, close to the base of the 
skull. The bones were subsequently taken out 
by the Coroner, and exhibited with marked ei- 
fect at the trial. The verdict of the Coroner’s 
jury held Wieners responsibie for the killing, 
and he was held to answer without bail. 

The murder caused much public indignation 
at the time, partly caused by the locality of its 
happening, and partly by the strange disparity 
between toe killer and the killea,—the former 
being a ar Hercules, while the latter was 
exceedingly diminutive, almost dwarfish, and of 
very boyish manners. Pending the trial, Wien- 
ers’ family busied themselves in making proper 
preparations for bis defense. He was very 
much loved by his family, who had taken him 
home again after his unfortunate ailiance, 
though they would not . Crazy Kate— the 
nom de guerre under w his wife was known 
to her fellows of Christy avenue—to come bear 
the house.

in person of his sister. On Wednesday after- 
noon she visited Jefferson City, where she had a 
lengthy interview with Gov. Phelps. The Gov- 
ernor received her kindly and listened fora long 
time to a most pathetic appeal which the young 
girl made to him, in which the mute eloquence 
of unstinted tears was added to that of her voice 
as she raised it in what she knew was the final 
application for mercy. The Governor, who has but 
recently suffered aheavv domestic bereavement, 
was Visibly affected towards the close of the 
interview, and promised the young girl, as she 
was supported from the room, that he would 
look fully into the petitions and telegraph her 
immediately he formed his decision. 

The hopes of the young girl were almost uni- 
versally shared by the community at large, 
which, since Wieners’ conviction and sentence 
had undergone a strange change, the universal 
condemnation with which his crime had previous- 
ly been mentioned having given way to feelings 
of pity, caused by his sister’s cfforts and certain 
tacts which since become morg widely 
known,—among them the fact that had becter 
counsel been employed the result would, in all 
probability, bave been erent; that he was 
only 21 years of age, and that his victim, Law- 
rence, had boasted to him a davor two before 
the murder of having been criminally. intimate 
with Crazy Kate, Wieners’ wife. Tne hopes ut 
once of the community and of Annie Wieners 
were doomed to disappointment, as on Thurs- 
day morning word came from Gov. Phelps that 
he could not interfere in the case, and that con- 
sequently the law must take its course. 

SINCE HIS CONVICTION 

Wieners has been receiving constant spiritual 
attention from a priest of the Catholic Church 
and from the Sisters of Mercy, who -have been 
unremitting in their care. In the jail he was 
cheerfal and well-behaved. Certain utterances 
which both he aud bis friends had been heard to 
make, to the effect that, whatever happened, he 
would never hang, gave rise to suspicions that 
be would poison himself, and Jailer Conway 
accordingly took extra. precautions to hinder 
such ap occurrence. 

Tne gallows used on the occasion are the 
same on which four Italians wore swung off 
about a year ago. They were inspected by ae 
Jem Coff, of the City Marshal's Lore, who is 
probably the greatest adept at hanging in the 
Western country, he having already officiated as 
master of ceremonies at no less than thirteen 
hangings in different parts of the country,—an 
experience which caused the City Marshal, who 
isaman of highly nervous organization, to 
giadly avail himself of hisaccomplished deputy’s 
services. Their situation is in the rear jail- yard. 
immediately below the western wall of the Four 
Courts, a spot eminently well calculated for a

No Clew Yet Obtained as to 
the Whereabouts of 
Wells. 

Pe ee 
preme Court Not Likely to 
Succeed. 


Gist of the Testimony Taken in 
the Anderson Trial Yes- 
terday. 
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J. Young Brown Gives a General Denial to 
the New York Sun Stories. 


THE ANDERSON TRIAL. 

New Orueans, Feb. 1.—In the Anderson 
trial today, Mr. McGloin was recalled, and tes- 
tified to the manner in which the Democratic 
counsel were impeded in their work by the ac- 
tion of the Returning Board, fixing for a day 
the returns of one parish, and then, without no- 
tice to counsel, calling up another. Mr. Mc- 
Gloin gave a synopsis of the proceedings from a 
printed record. Anderson was present and 
took a hand in these proceedings, and did never 
protest against any irregularities and improprie- 
ties committed by the Board. He related the 
Eliza Pinkston farce, and the manner in which 
the examination of that case was carried on. 
Four witnesses were allowed the Republicans, 
while the Democrats were only permitted to 
examine two. The Returning Board kept the 


Democratic counsel in absolute ignorance, and 
several changes of the rules of the Board were 
made to embarrass counsel and thwart all their 
efforts. The canvass was made from the con- 


solidated statements of Supervisors, and the 
protests, which should have been filed within 
ten days, were in some cases only filed the day 
before the returns were taken up. Witness was 
present when the returns from Vernon Parish 
were opened. He is not sure if Gen. Anderson 
was present, but recollects that he was present 
shortly afterwards. The minutes of the record 
mentioned that Gen. Anderson was present. 

Charles Cavanac, of the counsel for the Demo- 
crats at the canvass of the Returning Board, 
testified that Anderson was present when Ken- 
ner opened the Vernon Parish returns: was ful- 
ly aware of their condition when opened by the 
Board. According to the return, six of the 
Hayes Electors received two votes, and two of 
them none. Each Tilden Elector received 647 
votes. Cavanac gave a lengthy description of 
the action of the Keturning Board in discrimi- 
nating against the Democratic counsel. 

T. Wharton Collins, Jr., stenographer of the 
Democratic Committce at the proceedings of 
the Returning Board, testified that Anderson 
was present when the Vernon Parish returns 
were opened, and was cognizant of the result 
of the election as originally represented in the 
Super visor's report. 

James Pelliter, a waiter at the Four 
a restaurant, testified that Anderson, Wells, 
Cassanave, Littlefield, McCormick, and others, 
ove Sunday in December dined there. He heard 
Littlefield inquire of Wells: What will vou 
do it the Democrats carry the State by 10,000 
majority?“ Wells replied tnat he would give it 
in anyhow to the Republicans. Anderson 
said that if the Democrats received 100,000 ma- 
jority he was obliged to give the State to Hayes.

Casanave and Collins both testified that Gen.

member of the Fortieth Congress in which, for 
disloyalty, he was refused a seat, influenced his 
action.

SLEIGHING. 

USING A BRIEF OPPORTUNITY. / 
Hear em jingle, sleighbells mingle their chimes 
from girths of horses fleet; from the cutter rib- 
bons flutter, in face of snow-storm and of siecet. 
But it costs money to obtain this kind of hap- 
piness, though not so much, as a rule, as some 
people have been led to believe, from popular tra- 
ditions handed down from the forefathers of 
Chicago, where sleighriding is almost as much of 
a luxury as snowballing is in Florida, that one 
must necessarily be a millionaire in order 
to enjoy the treat, and must pay for 
an antiquated rig about twice its weight 
in nbacks, or $14 per minute for the 
privilege of whiling away a couple of hours in a 
semi-frozen condition, to slow music of bells over 
bare pavements, garnished with here and there a 
trace of what was originally a pure article of snow. 
In some instances this may be nearly true, but at 
most of the stables a horse aad cutter may be had 
for a trifle more than the cost of a single buggy. 
The prices of course vary according to location 
and class of customers patronizing the instita- 
tion. At the leading West Side stabies the ordi- 
nary charge for a single horse and sicigh is at the 
rate of $4 for three hours to $3 for an entire 
afternoon or evening, which, after all, is not 
so very high as to deprive an $8-a-week-dry-goods 
cierk from taking a half-holiday and giving his 
girl a show of an afternoon, bearing in mind, of 
course, the unsettled board-bill at the end of the 
week.

What They Did Last Year, and What They 
Want for Next. 

The annual report of the Police Department has 
just been completed, and will be presented to the 
Council Monday evening. It is a most voluminous 
document, and, as an introductory, about thirty 
pages of foolecap are devoted to a history of last 
sumuner’s riots. 

As at present constituted, the police force con- 
sists of 35 officers and 481 patrolmen. At Police 
Headquarters there are on duty 5 officers and 53 
patroimen. Of tnese there are on permanent post 
duty at bridges, street crossings, tannels, etc. , 39. 
There are 64 men stationed at Harrison Street; at 
Twenty-second Street Station, 41; Cottage Grove, 
29; Deering Street, 18; West Madison Street, 74; 
West Twelfth, 44; Hinman, 23; West Chicago Av- 
enue, 22; West Lake Street, 30; Rawson Street, 
18; Chicago Avenue, 42; Larrabee Street, 19; and 
at Webster Avenue Station, 13.

t the battle of Marathon, the first fatal 

was given to the invasion of Greece by the Per- 
asians, and the question of the superiority of the 
European to the Oriental, in hardinhood, cour- 
age, and foree of spirit, was determined. The 
battles of Salamis and Platza, in which superior 
numbers were engaged on the side of both 
Greeks and Persians, only confirmed the conclu- 
sions decided at their first encounter on the 
field of Marathon. In this momentous engage- 
ment the Athenian army numbered only 10.000 
men, while the Persian host, led by Datis aud 
Artaphernes, both Satraps under Darius, and 
the last named the nephew of the Babylonian 
King, is rated at 100,000 and over. Making the 
lange allowances for exaggeration iu the esti- 
m of the invading troops, they still must 
have overbalanced by fearful odds the scanty 
band of Attica’s dauntiess defenders. But these 
had the advantage of consummate’ gen- 
eralship. Miltiades stood at the head of 
the ten officers having the cor in 
charge, and with him were associated Ihemis- 
tocles, who was to be, ten years later, the victor 
of Salamis, and Aristides the Just, who was also 
destined to take a distinguished part in the 
overthrow of the hordes, of Xerxes Sat Salamis 
and at Platza. 

In the afternoon of a September day, 490 B. 
C., the contest at Marathon took place, and, 
with the loss of 192 of their brave men, the 
Athenians struck 6,400 Persians dead upon the 
field, and drove the remainder of the host in 
confusion to their ships. Not only the fate of 
Atheus depended on the issue of this day’s 
combat, but the fate of Greece and of Western 
Europe was involved. Had Persia beaten 
Athens at Marathon,” says Sir E. 8. Creasy, 
‘*she could have found no obstacle to prevent 
Darius, the chosen servant of Ormuzd, from ad- 
vancing his sway over all the known Western 
races of mankind.

The headquarters of the Roman Governor 
were pear the centre of the modern county of 
Westphalia, and the force under bim comprised 
three legions, or about 14,000 infantry, and 800 
or 900 cavalry. The tribes near the Weser and 
the Ems began the revolt, and, when Varus, at 
the head of his troops, set out to quell the in- 
surrection, Arminius, with his followers, sud- 
denly attacked him in a. woody morass, and 
his squadrons were thrown into irremediable 
confusion, ahd speedily defeated. Varus avoided 
capture by committing suicide, and his troops 
were slaughtered without mercy. ‘* Never was 
victory more decisive: never was the liberation 
of an oppressed people more instantaneous and 
complete. Throughout Germany the Roman 
garrisons were assailed and cut off; and, within 
a few weeks after Varus had fallen, the Ger- 
man soil was freed from the foot of an invader.“ 
It was owing to the victory of Arminiusover the 
legions of Varus, in the year 9, A. D., that the 
Germanic element in the civilization of Europe 
was saved, and the sturdy virtues of the Ger- 
man character preserved to be transmitted 
through many gencrations of the ancestors of 
the existing Anglo-Saxon race.

The armies of Peter the 
Great had repeatedly “fied like sheep” when 
brought face to face with the discipiined forces 
of Charles XII.; but the prophecy of the reso- 
late Czar, that the Swedish King would yet 
teach the soldiers he so frequentiy conquered 
the art of beating him, was at last fuifilicd, 
aud at Pultowa Charles found to his cost that 
the lesson had been rr. learned. Neariy 
10,000 of bis men lay killed and wounded atter 
the sore engagement, although his army never 
displayed greater valor. The Russians were 
more than twice as strong in numbers, having 
from 50.000 to 60,000 men, while the Swedes 
were only 24,000. When the victory had been 
won, Peter joyfully exclaimed *‘ that the Son of 
the Morning bad tallen from Heaven, and that 
the foundation of St. Petersburg at length 
stood firm.”’

Howard, in mating birds it requires careful atten- 
tion; it is best to havea large cage witha flat 
back, so vou can hang it against the wall ürmly. 
For a nest, any old paper collar- box will do; fill it 
with raw cotton. then take cotton-flannel with the 
nap side up to line it with; fashion it asa bird 
would its nest; it is not necessary to be very deep. 
If convenient, bang the cage On the south side of 
the room in shade. The room should be warm. 
As to time, as soon as you sce them tearing paper 
from the bottom of their aod carrying it in 
their beaks. For food use rd -Doiled eggs and 
potatoes mashed fine. No bath allowed or moving 
of cage while setting. Take nest out of cage as soon 
as the young leave it, clean all nicely, and where 
the nest was fastened smoke it with paper; then 
replace the nest for another brood. I raised twelve 
birds this way last year.

HOUSEHOLD HINTS.

Cnc, Jan. 29.—I would like to say a few 
words to Amy. Why not use the fat that is skim- 
med off the water corned-beef is boiled in for pie- 
crust and doughnuts! I always take that, also the 
fat from waste beef and pork, and ciarify it bf 
boiling it and adding a sliced potato; let it boil 
gently till the potato is brown; then strain care- 
fully. I also take all scraps of beef and pork, 
cooked or uncooked, and fry them out, then ciar- 
ify. I use it for shortening cookies, biscuit, etc. , 
but mostly for frying * as I like it very 
much better than lard. If I had a great deal, 
should mix it with the lard for frying doughnuts. 
I have eaten very nice pie-crust made with it, and 
the cook preferred it to lard. Sometimes I Hike a 
littie ham and sausage fat mixed with the beef- 
drippings to fry potatoes in, but never for any- 
thing else. A good way to use up bits of meat, if 
hash is not liked, isto chop it fine, sprinkle over 
it a littie butter, pepper, ealt, and flour; then add 
a little water. It i very nice served on toast, 
omitting the four. If a person only knowe how, 
nothing need be wasted. I think if Howard's wife 
will try this recipe for hard gingersnaps she will 
like it: One cup of molasses, one-half cup of 
shortening, one teaspoonful of soda, one-half tea- 
4 — of ginger, four to make stiff; roll very 
thin, and bake quick, Wouid like to hear how 
you like them.

LEATHER-WORK.

Ocowromowoc, Jan. 29.—Zenl, years ago I did 
considerable in leather-work, and my method was 
this: Procure a good, not very thick, sheep-skin; 
soak it in warm water; cut patterns in cardboard 
of leaves which you are to use; get tne natural 
leaf foracopy. After it is cut, vein with the back 
of a pen-knife; for tendrils cut very narrow strips 
of the leather and wind about a tapering stick as 
— as a medium-sized lead - pencil at the top and 
ending the size of a coarse knitting- needle; wind 
unevenly on the stick; let it dry, then remove. 
For grapes, cover cotton with a piece of old kid 

love, inserting the end of a wire two or three 
nches in length; when as many are done as will 
make a cluster, wind on another and stiffer wire. 
Another way is to mix flour and water till it will 
mold well; take bits of the dough, roll in ur 
palms until round, insert the end of wire, and bake 
them the desired color; varnish as you do your 
leather-work, and they are equally as nice.

allowed ourselves this entertainment,—starting 
from Geneva at 6 of the morning, and returning 
home by 8 p. m. The carly hours were still 
and misty; but in due time the.sun came out, 
and the mountains came outwith him. The 
mists of the lake constantly ure them in 
such a manner that one scarcely sus them 
of lying near. Suddenly, agreat curtain, dense 
as a wall. lifts itself, and you see a whole world 
of beauty, to lose sight of it again, but not to 
forget it,—out of sight not always being out of 


mind. 

The whole long sunny day found us skirting 
the borders of the jake, enjoying glimpses of 
Lausanne, Vevay, Montreux, Clarens, and so 
on. Thoughts of Byron, or rather broken lines 
of his, came back to us,—among them: 

Clarens, sweet Clarens! birthplace of young Love! 

We went on shore at Montreux to dine, in- 
tending afterwards to visit Chillon. Our table 
was set on a lovely terrace, overlooking the 
lake. The grapes for our dessert had just been 
plucked trom the teeming vineyard; the moon- 
shine had not faded from them. We went to 
Cinlion by rail, but could not visit the castle on 
this day, to our great regret. The steamer, 
which presently took us on its return-trip, vis- 
ited several places on the Savov side of the lake. 
One of these, Asnitus, is a place of much fash- 
ion m the gay season, as we heard by report, 
and saw by the number of well-dressed people 
who stood at the landing to see the boat pass. 
Mountains and waters were alike invisiple in 
the darkness before we regained Genoa. 

A few days later 

WE VISITED CHILLON 
again gone this time trom Vevay,where we had 
established ourselvés for a few days. No interdict 
now stood in our way, and we visited the dun- 
geons below the level of the lake, in one of 
which Bonnivard’s pillar is still shown. Byron 
has told his — in hetoic verse. But the 
prose of the historic fact is still more impres- 
sive. Here the braye man stood, chained to a 
column of stone,—the damp earth beneath his 
feet by day, beneath his bead by night,—no 
other bed being given him, The daylight only 
visted him through narrow slits in the heavy 
wall. Here, dav after day, and year after year, 
he dragged out existence, with nothing to read 
but his own indignant, hopeless heart. When 
the guide tells how the people of 
Berne came in a body and delivered 
Bountvard, it is as if you had sat to 
see along and agonizing tragedy, and had now 
been relieved by a happy denouement. Between 
two of the dungeogs—ior there are several of 
them—is shown the bed upon which condemned 
criminals passed the last night before their ex- 
ecutiop. It is of stone. with a pillow of stone. 
Sadly as it mocks the idea of a place of rest, it 
may bave been comfortable in comparison with 
the stone column, the chain, and the cramped 
repose taken between the limits of the 
two. All this seems the more atro- 
cious when one sees, above-stairs, the 
pleasant chambers of the Duke of Savoy, 
tavestried and adorned in their time, with win- 
dows at which the feast of beauty is ever 
spread. Here the tyrant feasted; here he dwelt 
and slept, and perhaps even prayed. Below, in 
his very house, starvation, darkness, torments, 
the dungeon, and the oubliette. 
Close to Vevay is the 
ANCIENT CHATEAU OF LATOUR, 

which was also a residence of the Dukes of 
Savoy. It is smaller than Chillon, but exceed-

MARK TWAIN.

Wishing to obtain Mark Twain’s views on the 
probability of a war between England and Rus- 
sia, I went to the office of the Cowrant, expect- 
ing to find him at his desk. To my surprise, 1 
was told that he had not been in the office for 
nearly afortuight. Then I called at the door 
of his astonishing residence in the outskirts of 
the city. The domestic informed me that I 
would find Mr. Clemens in the back yard. 
When I approached the celebrated humorist, 
he was sitting on an inverted washtub, trying 
to teach a frowsy little terrier to catch crackers 
in its mouth. Twain had his hat full of 
oyster-crackers. The dog stood on its 
hind legs and snapped with much perseverance, 
but with only a moderate degree of skill, at the 
bits y the master. To setagood ex- 
ample, Twain tossed every third or fourth 
cracker up into the air, catching it in his own 
mouth as it descended, and never missing. 1 
W him upon his surprising dexterity.

BELMONT ON HENDRICKS. 


No. 19 Nassau Srrezt, New York, Jan. 20, 
1878.—To the Tutor of the Herald I notice that 
on the faith of a reporter’s alleged interview 
with Gov. Hendricks, published in the Cincin- 
nati Commercial, he is charged with a complete 
surrender to the silver lunacy. You will per- 
ceive that injustice is done to Gov. Hendricks 
when you compare the unworthy language which 
the reporter puts into his mouth as uttered last 
week with the true language uttered by Gov. 
Hendricks himself in 1874. 

Let me first state the fact that Gov. Hendricks 
opposea the passage of the act of 1800. 
but after it was passed he took public 
pains in the very canvass which resulted 
in his election to the Governership to declare 


both its character and its binding force. In 
posing the passage of the act in the Senate, Feb. 
27. 1800, he had described the issue then joined 
as the question whether the holders of the 
bonds have an equitable claim upon us now 
while the difference between paper and gold is 
so great as it is to declare that the bonds shall 
be payable in gold.“ 

Such, also, was the description of that act of 
1869 which was given after its passage by the In- 
diana Democratic —— that demanded its 
repeal in the following lauguage: 

Resolved, First, that we are in favor of the re- 
demtion of the 5.20 bonds in greenvacks, accord - 
ing to the laws under which they were issued, 

Iresolved, Second. that we are in favor of the re- 
peal of the law of March, 1869, which assumed to 
construe the law so as to make such bonds payable 
exclusively in gold. 

But Gov. Hendricks not only declared the act 
to be of binding force and not repealable, he 
also declared repeatedly in the same speech that 
the act pledged the payment of the bonds in 

old. 

a Is it credible, therefore, that Gov. Hendricks, 
who said Sept. 21, 1874, * By the first act which 
President Grant signed in 1869, the faith and 
honor of the country are pledged to the pay- 
ment in gold,“ can now have said that the 
restoration of silver and their payment in silver 
„would be no breach of the public faita?’ It 
is incredible for two reasons: 

Firet—In 1874, as now, the discarded silver 
dollar had fallen in value and was worth, when 
he spoke, but 97.78 in gold. But Gov. Hen- 
dricks did not yield to the temptation of dis- 
honor and advocate payment in the cheaper 
coin. He said: The faith and honor of the 
country are pledged to the payment in gold,“ 
notwithstanding the gold dollar was then the 
more costly dollar. 

Second—The act of 1873 had discarded the sil- 
ver dollar and had said that the gold dollar, 
“at the standard weight of 25.8 grains, shall be 
the unit of value“; so that to this act of 18738 
the language of Gov. Hendricks as to the act of 
1869 perfectly applies: 

What is the effect of theact . . pledging 
payment in gold? Upon that question I have no 
doubts. Congress passed it and the President ap- 
proved and signed it. They bad the constitutional 

wer. Their acts within the sphere of 
their power bind tae people. Millions of the 
bonds have since been sold and the purchasers 
must be paid in accordance wita tte pledge given. 
If my neighbor holds my note for money to 
which I have a complete defense in law, or that 
it was given without consideration, or that 
it was obtained by fraud, I say to an- 
other neighbor who contemplates purchasing it 
that it ws right and will be paid; aud, relying upon 
that statement, he does purchase it. I cannot 
withdraw that statement. it binds me into what- 
ever hands the note may moe my pass. Itis 
because my assurance induced tim to buy the 
note, and it would be a fraud upon the holder to 
allow me to set up any defense which existed at 
the time I made it. A lower standard cannot be 
set up forthe Government than that which meas- 
ures the rights and liabilities of individuals.

This argument applies, you verceir 

even more peculiar force to the act of 1 than 
to the act of 1869, and I submit that it must be 
quite impossible that Gov. Hendricks can have 
encouraged such another attack upon the faitu 
and honor of the country as he once, while a 
success({ul candidate for the highest honors of 
his State, trampled under foot with such maaly 
and powerful arguments.

A glance at the records will probably astonish 
men who to-day insist that the creditor bas a 
right to expect gold on his bond, because 
silver was an unusual metal for bonds to be 


paid in. 

The very first issue of bills of credit by any 
of the colonies was the Province of Massa- 
chusetts in 1690 (4 Peters U. S. R., 125, and 11 
Peters, 334). ‘she form of these bills was: 

This indented bill of TaN sHILLines due from 
the Massachusetts Colony to the possessor, shail 
be in value equal to money, and shall be accord- 
ingly accepted by the Treasurer, and receivers 
subordinate to him, in ail public payments, and 
for any stock at any time in the Treasury. 

So the first loan in the New World was on an 
exctusiv. silver basis. 

Congress during the Revolutionary war issued 
more than three hundred millions of bills of 
credit. The first issue was in 1775, and the Con- 


federated Colonies were pledged for their re- 
demption. The form of those first issued was 


as follows: 

This bill entitles the bearer to receive —— 
SPANISH MILLED DOLLARS, or the value thereof in 
gold and silver, according to the Resolutions of 
Co 


ngress. 
The last emission was made in 1780 under the 
guarantee of Congress, and was in the following 


form: 

The possessor of this bill shall be paid —— Sran- 
ISH MILLED DOLLARS Dy the 3lst of December, 1786, 
with interest in like money at the rate of 5 per cent

The indorsement by Congress was, The 
United States insure the payment of within 
Dill,“ ete. 

It is apparent that the creditors of the Ameri- 
can Colonies, and of the American Republic of 
1776, could expect no payment except in Spanish 
milled dollars, though the Government had the 
option of paying some of them the value of 
Spanish milled dollars in gold or silver. 

This Spanish milled dollar was the queen of 
the currency, and by it everything was measured 
and vaiued. It is asignificant fact that, while 
the whole United States debt of 000, 
was payable in terms in Spanish milled sey 
so rockrooted was the character and 
that coin that the first Congress, with three 
sessions, never 5 * a law touching the coin. 
it was not until 1792, five years after the adop- 
tion of the Constitution, that Congress passed 
a law on the subject, and then it placed the sil- 
ver dollar as the standardand unitof val 
just as the Congress ut the Confederation 
done in er 1785. (See note 12 Wall, 500.) 

Sec. 9, 1 United States Stat., 243, declares: 

There shall be from time to time struck and 
coined at tae mint coins of gold, silver, and cop- 
per. Eagles ® be of the value of $10, etc. Do - 
LARS OB U each to be of the value of a Spanish 
milled dollar, as the same is now current, and to 
contain 371 4-16 ns of pure silver (a standard 
never changed till 1874). 

The issue of United States notes in 1862-63 
in the Civil War called for the payment of 
„dollars.“ 

The United States Supreme Court says (6 
Wall., 30): 

The dollar note is an engagement to pay a dol- 
lar, and the dollar intended is the coined dollar of 
the United States, a certain quantity in weight 
and fineness of gold or silver, authenticated as such 
by the stamp of the Government. 

There was no gold in circulation in this coun- 
try from 1775 to 1834, when Congress e 
the gold coins, and it would be easy to w 
that from 1834 to 1850 there was but little, and 
then for the tirst time in the history of Ameri- 
ca gold became as common as silver, owing 
principally to the California product. 

The point I make is, that, for 172 years, from 
1690 to 1862, when we suspended specie-pay- 
ments and began the issue of legal-tender 
notes and bonds, there was no time when silver 
payments were not either the exclusive or the 
equal! The Colonial history seems 
to indicate the exclusive use of silver, and in 
December, 1823, the Secretary of the Treasury 
reported to Congress that there was no guild in 
the country. 

Now, with these facts in our minds, let us 
look our present situation squarely in the face: 

Many of our best merchants, and bankers, 
and newspapers insist on the new exclusive gold 
standard, because they say it establishes the 
highest attainable standard,—that in the long 
run we will make more by such a standard than by 
a double or bimetallic standard. 

I do not wish to argue this point now, or to cite 
the reasons given by Hamilton and Jefferson for 
the double coinage, but wish only to call the at- 
tention of these merchants to the fact that the 
question is not one of sentiment or policy. We 
are not in a condition to make a new constitation 
or canon of laws for legal-tenders. 

If we were out of debt, and beginning fresh and 
uncl and if we were not producing forty 
millions of silver bullion a year, we might inquire 
if Co had the power to take the advice of 
oar great merchants as to the merits of an exclu- 
sive gold standard. But this is a matter of law, 
a construction of contracts: and I believe nine 
tenths of the lawyers in and out of ress have 
decided that we cannot now—in the face of a na- 
tional deot of two thousand millions, and a private 
and corporate indebtedness of ten taousand mil!- 
ions more—ensact a law striking out one metal 
from our legal-tenders, and compel debtors to pay 
in the remaining metal. These contracts (to sal 
culate the amount of wnich makes any but a busi- 
ness- man dizzy) was payable in doliars, and the Con- 
stitution and laws a dollar to be a coin of 
371 4-16 pure silver. The Constitution permits 
Congress to coin money and regulate the value 
thereof. Can it possible it was intended 
the word ‘‘ regulate" to allow Congress to elimi- 
nate, to destroy, one of the two precious metals? 
and of ail things, that sacred silver dollar, im 
which the whole Revolutionary debt of three hun- 
dred millions was in express terms payable? A 
careful perusal of the coin and legal- tender cases 
in the United States Suoreme Court, from Chef- 
Jastice Marsnali’s decision in Craig vs. the State 
of Missouri (4 Peters, 425) to the 12th Wallace, 
will elicit no opinion of any Judge countenancing 
any such theory; but, on the contrary, the whole 
tenor of their opinions is that the Constitution 
adopted the silver and gold coinage previously 
existing. making the silver doilar of 371 4-10 
grains of pure metal the unit and standard, and 
gave Congress the right to coin gold, silver, and 
copper, and ‘‘reguiate the value thereof"; not 
the right to banish either, bat the right to adus 
the nominal values of each to the varying intrinsic 
values wf the « es.
